The follow- 
ing statement was made by him to the asso 
ciated press representative: 

“IT have nothing to say in detail, butsm here to 
face and deo my duty. Owing to unfouuded re- 
ports made current by iaterested and malicious 
persous, there bas been &® rum ou us for several 
dais, aud onr deposits have been decreased from 
$700 :o $500 000 ih five days. Wetuerefore deemed 
it wise to take action now. I have notoing further 
to say, except that! am individually the largest 
loser, having the largest deposit and the largest 
amount of stock in the bank.”’ 

It is said that the 14 mors were set efloat by 
interested parties; that the Penn bank and 
two other banks had been allowing oil 
brokers to owerdraw their accounts, and the 
result wasarun. Oae of the stockholders of 
the Penn bank says the suspended institu- 
tion is entirely solvent and will pay every 
dollar of debt or on deposit. The capital 
stock is $200,000.

THE RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED. 

The resolutions declare against all laws 
tending toward the centralization of power, 
wee ith or political inflaence; that taxation is 
an incident, not an object of the government, 
and should only be ievied to provide the

Paris, May 21.—M. Louis Pasteur, the acadedems 
ician and eminent chemist, reada paper before thé 
academy to day,in which he stated that the re- 
searches which he has for some time been prosecu- 
ting, conclusively prove that the fatality attendiog 
hydrophobia may be avoided by inoculation, M. 
Pasteur says that his discoveries are so importaat 
that a government commission should at once be 
appointed in order to thoroughly investigate the 
subject. Hesays: ‘I have been devoting the last 
four years to this subject, aud have found out that 
the virus ioses its iatensity by transmission Ww 
certain animals ‘and increase its intensity by 
trarpsmission to other animais With the rabuoit, 
for instance, the virus increases, with the monkey 
it decreases, But my discovery does not eud here. 
I took two dogs and inoculated them with virus 
taken directiy from a} dog gthat had died of acuce 
pydrophobia. I le’ one of my two dogs thus iaoc 
ulated alone and he went mad and ied of acute 
hydrophobia. I subjected the secoud dog to my 
treatment,giving him the;three rabbit inocula ions, 
beginning with the weakest and ending with the 
stropgest. This second dog was comple:ely cured, 
or rather, became completely insusceptible to by- 
drophebia.’’

He also Jabored as- 
siduously in South America and during the 
last twelve years has founded self-supporting 
missions in Burmab, India and South 
America,

Among the subjects that have been ccbated thus 
far one of the most luteresting arose over the re 
portof the committee on immigration. It wasa 
lucid paper, pointing out the fact that the tide of 
emigration frem the state is greater ‘han that of 
immigration fl»winvg into the stace. Ii was shown 
that (bere was no lack of isquiry or of prospectors 
seeking homes and inves wents io the state, but 
that there are two great obstacies io the settlement 
of new agriculturistsiu the state, viz: The high 
prices put by owners upon theirsury. us lauds and 
ine miserable condition olf ithe country 
roadstihrougkout this section. As a remedy 
for the lest mentioned eyil, it was resolved by the 
convention that the convict lator of the state, 
afier the expiraion of present leases, should be 
employed whelly in the construction of public 
higoways throughout the rural districts. 
THE BDUCATION OF FARMERS 
Another valuable debate was upon the subject of 
the education of young farmers in the agricultural 
department of the university of East Tennessee, 


nuder the patronage of the state. It was agreed 
that much oad already been accomplished through 
this agency for the cause of agriculture, widening 
its tcope and dignifying it amoug its votaries, -lt 
was resolved that the most iioeral aid should be 
giyen to this branct of popular education. 

THE RAILROAD CUMMISSION, 


The farmers of Tennessee are much interes'ed 
in the railroad question. They have been disap 


pointed by the refusal of the courts to uphold the 
recent commission aud are practicaily unanimous 
in their demand for the creation of a commission 
that will be consuiiu ‘ional and clothed with piena~ 
ry powers tO harmovize the interests of shippers 
aud carriers. At present they complain of the 
exactions of the railroads, which are 80 oberous as 
to nullify much of the labors of the farmers. The 
cost of transportation tu market frequently destreys 
all ine profits to the producers of foodstuffs. The 
question isa live onein Tennessee and this con 
vention — in no uncertain voice demanding 
relief aud protection in this matter,

More 
money is to-day cepositedin the savings banks 
of this country than in our national banks 
and the entire sum is earning interest that is 
paid over to the owners of the money, in- 
stead of going into the pockets of sharehold- 
ers. Sach a law as we have in mind knows 
no dividends, no fat salaries, and it should 
know no losses. In its loans and discounts 
safety is regarded, even if profits are 
curtailed, but sucha bank can always earn 
four per cent net for its depositors. The de- 
positors are in fact the bank, and undera 
proper law risk is reduced tothe minimum, 
and safety carried tothe maximum. At- 
lanta needs and must have such a bank. But 
when a charter has been procured, there 
must still be gained the+ consent of business 
men who are both patriotic and hold the 
confidence of the entire community to take 
the responsibility and headship of the insti- 
tution. In view of the plain needs of the city 
and of the suffering that the want of 
such an institution has created, we believe 
such men can be found, and that before an- 
other year is ended this city will have a bank 
that will accept a dime or even a nickel as a 
deposit, aud that will carry to the most sus- 
picious and timid every assurance of safety 
and business capacity.

Fiye thousand dollars is the amcunt that has 
been appropriated for the destruction of At- 
jamta’s greatest nuisance, and the special 
committee seem determined to spend it in 
the most judicious manner. 

Yesterdsy afternoon a CONSTITUTION re- 
porter met Mr. Angierand asked him when 
the work wou'd be begun, He said 

‘I cannot teli yet, but just as soon as pos- 
sible.

fattened during republican rule and starved 
when the democrats obtained control of 
congress, and since Green B. Raum recently 

aanced over the flooras the paid lobbyist 
of the whisky ring, republican indignation 
at the interest of a father in his son’s case 
ig brazen hypocricy. 

THE OTHER CONTESTS. 

The Wallace-McKinley contest will come 
up next. A warm discussion and a close 
yote are anticipated. After that Massey's 
coptest against Wise is expected, which 
will posssbly provoke the stormiest struggle 
of the session. While English was taking 
the oath, Parson Massey stood a few feet 
behind him in exactly the same attitude 
as if practicing for the ordeal he expected 
to go through soon himself, The Koglish- 
Peelie contest was one of the closest in the 
history of congress, and furnished some 
most picturesque stenes of the session. 

SHERMAN AS A DARK HORSE. 

John Sherman’s friends are engaged in a 
careful canves of his strength as a dark 
horse for the presidential nomination. It is 
said they have determined to spring his name 
on the convention if Arthur and Biaine hold 
stubbornly to their original strength, and 
that they feel very hopeful of his nomina- 
tion.

Sherman was 
very indignant agaist Garfield and Foster 
for months after the former was nominated
